or  three  days.  Cinderella  wore 
purple.  The  Northwestern  State 
men's  basketball  team  took  its 
loyal  fans  on  a  magical  ride  by  pulling  off 
the  biggest  upset  in  the  NCAA  Tournament 
by  defeating  Big  Ten  champion  Iowa  64- 
63  in  an  opening  round  game. 

Senior  Jermaine  Wallace  hit  a  3-point 
shot  with  0.5  seconds  to  play  to  give  NSU 
an  improbable  victory  and  a  moment  no 
one  associated  with  Northwestern  will 
soon  forget. 

Northwestern 's  victory  over  Iowa  was 
the  highlight  of  the  best  season  in  school 
history. 

The  Demons  won  their  second 
consecutive  Southland  Conference 
championship  and  their  first 
conference  tournament  title  in  five 
years.  The  Demons  won  a  record 
26  games  and  had  wins  over  teams 
from  the  SEC,  Big  Ten,  Big  12  and 
Pacific  10  Conferences. 

Several  national  publications  along  with 
Internet  sports  sites  followed  the  Demons  all

year.  The  win  o\er  Iowa  was  featured  on 
CBS  and  ESPN  for  three  days  and  was  in 
every  major  newspaper  in  the  U.S. 

"This  season  gives  a  great  deal  of 
validity  to  our  program  since  we  have  been 
to  the  NCAA  Tournament  twice  in  five 
years."  said  NSU  head  basketball  coach 
Mike  McConathy.  "When  people  looked 
up  on  Saturday  morning,  there  were  only 
32  teams  left  playing  and  300  more  looking 
in.  That's  an  enviable  position  to  be  in." 

Despite  all  that  success,  the  team 
never  forgot  its  roots.  NSU's  down-to  earth 
style  made  a  lasting  impression  on  the 
media  that  covered  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

"Northwestern  State  is  the  kind  of 
team  that  is  refreshing  in  a  tournament 
sometimes  dominated  by  worldly  players 
and  polished  coaches,"  said  Joe  LaPointe 
in  the  New  York  Times. 

McConathy  is  determined  to  make  the 
Demons  a  regular  participant  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

"We  wanted  this  group  of  seniors  to 
be  program  builders,"  he  said.  "On  the 
back  wall  of  our  locker  room,  we  have  all 
of  our  former  players  listed  so  the  team 
understands  the  tradition  and  those  who 
came  before  them.  The  experience  we  had 
this  year  is  a  part  of  building  the  tradition." 

The  win  may  also  help  the  university 
attract  students  next  fall. 

"The  win  was  perfect  timing  in  terms 
of  helping  recruit  students."  said  Director 
of  University  Recruiting  Jana  Lucky.  "For 
many  students,  decision  time  is  in  March 
and  April.  We  have  seen  the  number  of 
inquiries  double  in  the  days  after  the 
Tournament.  Not  only  was  the  win  helpful, 
but  the  way  the  team  members  conducted 
themselves  on  and  off  the  court  let  the 
nation  know  the  kind  of  people  we  have  at 
Northwestern." 


Senior  forward  Clifton  Lee  played  a  major  role  in  leading 
their  Demons  to  a  64-63  upset  win  of  Big  Ten  Champion 
Iowa  in  the  NCAA  Tournament.  Lee  scored  1 8  points  in  the 
victory  including  13  points  in  just  over  three  minutes  as 
NSU  erased  a  17-point  deficit.

NSU  will  open  the  season  Sept.  2  at 
Kansas,  then  travel  to  Baylor  a  week  later. 
The  Demons  will  play  at  Ole  Miss  on  Nov. 
4  in  the  first  of  a  two-year  series 
recommended  by  Rebels"  head  coach  Ed 
Orgeron,  who  was  a  four-year  letterwinner 
at  Northwestern  as  a  defensive  tackle  from 
1980-83. 

The  five  home  games  kick  off  with 
non-conference  contests  Sept.  16  against 
Delaware  State  and  Sept.  30  against 
Arkansas-Monticello.  sandwiched  around 
an  open  date  Sept.  23. 

Those  are  part  of  a  three-game 
homestand  culminating  with  the  Southland 
Conference  opener  on  Oct.  7  against  Sam 
Houston  State. The  Demons  play  2005 
I-AA  semifinalist  Texas  State  in  Turpin 
Stadium  on  Oct.  28,  then  cap  their  home 
schedule  Nov.  1 1  against  McNeese  State. 

Homecoming  will  be  celebrated  with 
the  Oct.  28  Texas  State  game  at  2  p.m. 

The  other  four  home  games  will  kick 
off  at  6  p.m.,  although  all  starting  times 
are  tentative. 


"From  a  financial  perspective,  this 
schedule  will  be  positive  for  both  the 
athletic  program  and  the  football  team," 
said  Athletic  Director  Greg  Burke.  "  That's 
what  being  successful  is  all  about  -  finding 
ways  to  move  your  program  forward." 
"Our  players  are  excited,"  said  Coach 
Scott  Stoker,  beginning  his  fifth 
year  as  head  coach.  "They're 
competitive  and  they  want  to 
measure  them.selves  against  top- 
caliber  competition." 
The  opening 
game  at  Baylor  is 
especially 
attractive,  said 
Stoker,  because  of  a

Paul  Alonzo 

The  football  scholar- 
ship he  received  to  attend 
Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity, according  to  Paul 
Alonzo,  "changed  my  life 
and  the  direction  of  my 
life." 

Based  on  the  recent  generosity  of  Paul 
and  his  wife,  Carolyn,  they  will  now  change 
the  life  of  an  NSU  Demon  football  player 
forever. 

In  November  and  December  of  2005, 
Paul  and  Carolyn  donated  over  $77,000  to 
the  "Jack  Clayton  Football  Scholarship" 
and,  in  doing  so,  increased  the  principle  of 
that  fund  to  $100,000.  As  a  result,  the 
Clayton  scholarship  now  has  "fully  en- 
dowed" status  and  interest  from  that  fund 
will  fully  fund  a  football  .scholarship  annu- 
ally. 

After  spending  his  freshman  year  of 
college  at  LSU,  Alonzo  returned  to  his  home 
in  Metairie.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  found 
himself  literally,  as  he  put  it.  "working  in 
the  sewer"  as  part  of  a  Hurricane  Betsy 
clean-up  project.  It  was  then  that  NSU 
Coach  Gene  Knecht  came  calling  with  the 
football  scholarship.  Alonzo  played  defen- 
sive tackle  on  Coach  Clayton's  undefeated 
1966  team  and  graduated  in  1969  with  a 
major  in  physical  education  and  minor  in 
special  education. 

For  over  seven  years,  Alonzo  taught 
mentally  and  physically  handicapped  chil- 
dren and  was  involved  in  establishing  the 
Special  Olympics  in  Jefferson  Parish.  He 
remembers  using  former  NSU  teammate 
Phillip  Creel's  land  in  Franklinton  as  a 
camping  destination  for  the  youth  he  nur- 
tured. He  then  entered  the  business  world, 
which  ultimately  brought  him  to  his  cur- 
rent position  of  Chairman  and  CEO  of 
Phoenix  Associates  Land  Syndicate,  a 
Covington,  Louisiana-based  holding  com- 
pany with  assets  and/or  interests  in  several 
areas,  including  sand  and  gravel,  oil  and 
natural  gas,  contract  hauling,  and  swimming 


pool  construction. 

"The  education  I  re- 
ceived at  NSU  gave  me  the 
ability  to  do  what  I  do  as  a 
businessman.  Also,  partici- 
pating in  athletics  taught  me 
to  work  with  people,  to  lead, 
to  organize,  and  to  set  and 
achieve  goals,"  said  Paul. 
It  was  Paul,  along  with  1966  football 
teammates  Shelley  Dickie.  David  Dawson, 
and  Gary  Pittman,  who  approached  NSU 
about  doing  something  to  recognize  Coach 
Clayton  for  his  contributions  to  the  univer- 
sity. The  result,  made  possible  through 
donations  by  former  players  and  friends  of 
Clayton,  was  the  striking  "Jack  Clayton 
Plaza"  in  the  south  end  zone  of  Turpin  Sta- 
dium. Residual  funds  from  con.struction  of 
the  plaza  were  used  to  establish  a  perma- 
nent scholarship  in  Clayton's  name. 

"it  was  important  for  Carolyn  and  me 
to  do  this  (bring  the  scholarship  to  fully 
endowed  status)  for  all  of  Coach  Clayton's 
guys.  We  have  been  bles.sed  and  owe  much 
of  that  to  NSU.  We  enjoy  seeing  the  uni- 
versity doing  so  well  and  want  to  help  keep 
the  momentum  going,"  said  Paul. 

The  generosity  of  the  Alonzo's  brings 
to  three  the  total  of  fully  endowed  athletic 
scholarships.  The  others  are  the  "Charles 
Ragus  Athletic  Scholarship"  and  the  "Dan 
and  Lilly  Chase  Athletic  Scholarship."  In 
all.  .32  fully  or  partially  endowed  scholar- 
ships have  been  established  in  support  of 
NSU  Athletics,  which  makes  a  huge  differ- 
ence for  the  NSU  athletic  program,  accord- 
ing to  Director  of  Athletics  Greg  Burke. 

"Privately  raised  funds,  both  from  en- 
dowed funds  and  annual  fund  dollars,  en- 
ables all  of  NSU 's  coaches  to  continue  of- 
fering the  full  complement  of  scholarships 
permitted  under  NCAA  guidelines.  Con- 
sequently, more  young  people  have  the  op- 
portunity to  attend  NSU  and  the  coaches 
can  maximum  their  recruiting  efforts  to 
maintain  teams  which  are  highly  competi- 
tive in  the  Southland  Conference  and  at  the 
Division  I  level,"  said  Burke.

Rapides  Parish  educators 

An  endowed  scholarship  has  been 
established  at  Northwestern  State 
University  to  benefit  a  teacher  candidate 
in  the  College  of  Education. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Bonde  of  Glen 
Ellyn,  111.,  have  created  the  Dallas  and  C.R. 
Sanders  Educational  Scholarship  Fund  in 
the  amount  of  $  1 00,000  through  a  donation 
to  the  NSU  Foundation.  The  endowment 
honors  Mrs.  Bonde's  parents,  both  of 
whom  graduated  from  Northwestern  in  the 
1920s  and  were  educators.  Mr.  Sanders 
was  principal  at  Boyce  High  School  and 
later  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
Rapides  Parish.  Mrs.  Sanders  taught 
elementary  school  and  later  homebound 
students. 

Mrs.  Bonde,  the  former  Wanna  Beth 
Sanders,  is  a  1954  graduate  of 
Northwestern  and  also  a  former  educator. 

The  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  "a 
student  teacher  candidate  that  shows

promise  in  the  teaching  field,"  said  Dr. 
Vickie  Gentry,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Education.  The  recipient  must  be  a  full- 
time  junior,  senior  or  graduate  student  with 
a  3.0  grade  point  average  and  pursuing  a 
teacher  education  degree.  Applicants  must 
also  complete  an  essay  addressing  what 
attributes  of  a  positive  teacher  they  possess. 
"With  a  good  GPA,  we  assume  an 


applicant  has  knowledge  and  skills,  but 
asking  the  applicant  to  tell  us  what  these 
are  should  be  of  value  in  choosing  the  ideal 
candidate  for  the  award,"  Gentry  said.  "We 
want  to  know  what  sets  them  apart  from 
other  applicants  and  what  professional 
characteristics  they  possess  for  becoming 
an  effective  teacher."  The  scholarship  will 
be  awarded  in  the  amount  of  $  1 ,000  per 
semester. 

"We  think  education  is  very  important. 
My  father  and  mother  both  spent  a  large 
part  of  their  lives  in  education  and  I  taught 
for  four  years,"  Mrs.  Bonde  said.  "We  feel 
it's  important  to  give  back,  and  what  could 
be  more  important  than  learning?" 

"My  parents  were  committed  to 
honesty  and  integrity,"  Mrs.  Bonde  said. 
"Teaching  is  a  thread  in  my  family.  My 
father  lived  and  breathed  it  and  so  many 
people  in  the  family  became  educators. 
They  made  such  an  effort  and  others  were 
helped  by  them.  In  this  way,  we  are 
continuing  their  legacy."

The  $60,000  donation  for  the 
professorship  will  be  matched  with 
$40,000  from  the  Board  of  Regents' 
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Support  Fund  to  create  a  $100,000 
endowed  professorship.  Interest  generated 
by  the  endowment  will  fund  faculty 
research  and  development  along  with 
needed  equipment. 

"We  are  grateful  to  Karl  and  Linda 
Moore  for  their  continued  support  of 
Northwestern,"  said  NSU  President  Dr. 
Randall  J.  Webb.  "The  Moores  have  a  love 
for  education  and  a  genuine  desire  to  help 
students  succeed.  Their  gift  will  strengthen 
the  College  of  Business  and  also  provide 
an  opportunity  for  a  deserving  student  to 
continue  their  education." 

Karl  Moore  earned  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  accounting  and  a  master's  in 
business  administration  at  NSU.  Moore 
spent  42  years  at  International  Paper  from 
1960  until  2002,  retiring  as  the  company's 
chief  financial  officer-  International  Paper 
Europe.  Prior  to  holding  that  position,  he 
was  the  company's  vice  president  and  chief 
information  officer. 

"One  of  the  main  reasons  I  continue 
to  support  Northwestern  is  that  the 
university  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  get 
an  education  and  go  out  into  the  world  and 
compete  with  individuals  who  attended 


more  'prestigious'  schools,"  said  Moore. 
"I  had  planned  to  give  to  Northwestern, 
but  because  of  the  state's  financial 
difficulties,  I  decided  the  university  could 
better  utilize  the  funds  at  this  time.  It  is  a 
good  opportunity  for  the  money  to  be  put 
to  use  now." 

The  Moores  have  been  active 
supporters  of  Northwestern  for  many  years. 
In  1995,  Karl  Moore  was  named  to  the 
NSU  Hall  of  Distinction,  the  Long  Purple 
Line.  The  College  of  Business  named  him 
to  its  Hall  of  Fame  in  1998.  Karl  Moore 
serves  on  the  NSU  Foundation  Board  of 
Directors  and  is  a  member  of  the 
President's  Council. 

Linda  Moore  attended  Northwestern 
and  majored  in  secretarial  science.  She  was 
active  in  community  service,  volunteering 
on  a  variety  of  community  projects. 

"I  have  always  been  involved  in  the 
community  wherever  we  lived  through 
civic  organizations  or  our  church,"  said 
Linda  Moore.  "It  has  always  been 
important  to  me  to  give  something  back  to 
the  community.

Criminal  justice  students  will 
benefit  from  scholarship 

A  .scholarship  has  been  estabUshed  at 
Northwestern  State  University  in  memory 
of  a  former  assistant  professor  of  criminal 
justice.  The  Frank  C.  Kyle  Memorial 
Scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  a  junior  or 
senior  enrolled  in  NSU's  Criminal  Justice 
program  who  embodies  Kyle's  character 
and  professionalism. 

"Professor  Frank  Kyle  brought  to  his

students  a  real  life  perspective  of 
corrections  through  his  28  years  as  a  noted 
professional  practitioner  in  the  probation 
and  parole  discipline,"  said  Joe  Morris, 
Criminal  Justice  Program  coordinator. 

Kyle's  career  began  in  1971  with  the 
Louisiana  Department  of  Corrections, 
Division  of  Probation  and  Parole.  He 
progressed  through  the  ranks  from 
probation/parole  officer  until  his  retirement 
in  1999  as  the  regional  director  of  the 
Northwest  Louisiana  Probation  and  Parole 
Office.  Throughout  Kyle's  career  as  a 
probation/parole  professional  he  was  called 
upon  repeatedly  to  serve  on  committees 
that  reviewed  and  implemented 
improvements  in  probation/parole  services 
in  Louisiana.  Kyle  maintained  his 
memberships  in  both  national  and  state 
probation/parole  organizations  even  after 


his  service  to  the  state  ended. 

"After  his  retirement  from  service  to 
the  state,  Kyle  felt  that  he  had  a  wealth  of 
knowledge  accumulated  over  his  28-year 
career  that  could  be  utilized  to  help  young 
people  to  understand  the  past,  present,  and 
future  directions  of  the  corrections 
discipline  within  the  criminal  justice 
sy.stem,"  Morris  said.  "Frank  Kyle  readily 
accepted  his  second  profession  as  an 
educator." 

Kyle  joined  the  faculty  at 
NSU  and  used  his  experience  as  a 
professional  corrections 

practitioner  to  enlighten  his 
students  from  1999-2004.

Mrs.  Harris,  a  graduate  of  NSU  and 
special  education  teacher  in  Natchitoches 
Parish,  is  being  honored  by  her  children. 
Brett  Harris  and  Cassandra  Harris  Tydings, 
and  her  husband,  Walter  B.  Harris  Jr.  The 
scholarship  and  will  be  endowed  at  the 
$10,000  level,  awarded  annually  at  $400. 

According  to  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA),  passed 
in  2004,  "disability  is  a  natural  part  of  the 
human  experience,"  and  those  with 
disabilities  deserve  the  right  to  an 
education,  the  right  to  participate  in  and 
contribute  to  society,  said  Dr.  Vickie 
Gentry,  acting  dean  of  NSU's  College  of 
Education. 

"It  is  important  that  universities 
prepare  teachers  to  work  with  those  with 
special  needs,  including  the  ability  to 


prepare  and  modify  lessons  and  to  monitor 
student  progress.  Special  education 
teachers  must  be  prepared  to  work  with 
families  and  all  should  hold  high 
expectations  for  students  with  disabilities," 
Gentry  said. 

Mrs.  Harris  was  born  near  Carnegie. 
Okla.,  and  attended  schools  in  Alden, 
Okla.,  graduating  in  1952.  She  later  earned 
a  B.S.  degree  from  Oklahoma  State 
University  and  a  M.Ed.  from 
Northwestern  State  University.  She  was  a 
member  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Kappa  Delta 
Phi,  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa  honorary 
scholastic  organizations,  and  professional 
education  sororities.  Delta  Kappa  Gamma 
and  Kappa  Kappa  Iota.  Mrs.  Harris  spent 
her  life  contributing  to  the  education 
process  of  others,  specifically  in  the 
special  education  area. 

Mrs.  Harris  taught  in  the  U.S.  Armed 
Forces  Schools  in  the  late  1950s  through 
1965,  while  her  husband  was  in  the 
military.  She  began  teaching  special 
education  at  Natchitoches  Junior  High  in 
1 980  and  continued  there  until  1 985.  After 
receiving  her  master's  from  NSU  in  1985. 
she  moved  to  North  Natchitoches 
Elementary  and  taught  a  pre-kindergarten 
special  ed  class.  She  retired  from  teaching 
in  1997.  She  was  president  of  the 
American  Legion  Auxiliary  in 
Natchitoches  and  was  actively  involved  in 
sending  Natchitoches  area  youth  to  Girls 
State.  Mrs.  Harris  passed  away  Feb.  23, 
2005. 

"It  is  important  that  the  recipient  be  a 
good  student  and  equally  important  that  the 
person  be  actively  involved  in  other 
university  activities  and/or  community 
activities,"  Brett  Harris  said.  "We  prefer 
that  the  need  of  the  scholarship  to  the 
recipient  also  be  considered  and  that  the 
award  go  to  someone  who  needs  the  money 
rather  than  to  a  person  who  might  already 
have  one  or  more  scholarships." 

"We  also  hope  that  the  scholarship  will 


be  awarded  to  a  student  that  has  exhibited 
the  qualities  necessary  to  work  with 
children  having  special  needs,"  added 
Cassandra  Harris  Tydings. 

The  Harris  family  has  strong  ties  to 
NSU.  Mrs.  Hanis's  husband,  LTC  (Ret.) 
Walter  B.  Harris  Jr.  was  head  of  the  ROTC 
department  at  NSU  and  professor  of 
military  science  from  1977-82.  He 
obtained  a  Specialist  of  Education  degree 
from  NSU  in  1984,  and  served  as  an 
adjunct  faculty  member  at  Northwestern 
while  teaching  math  full  time  at  Campti/ 
Lakeview  High  in  Natchitoches  Parish. 
Brett  Harris  received  a  bachelor's  in 
mathematics  from  NSU  in  1991  and 
Cassandra  attended  summer  classes  at 
NSU  while  pursuing  her  undergraduate 
degree  at  Louisiana  State  University.

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Journalism  grad/author  publishes 
first  installment  of  detective  series 

Edward  T.  Milligan,  a  1981  NSU 
graduate,  has  published  a  new  book  entitled 
"Past  the  Line,"  the  first  in  the  Blake  Cutter 
Detective  Series. 

A  native  of  Leesville,  Milligan  earned 
a  degree  in  journalism  at  Northwestern  and 
a  master's  degree  in  administration  from 
Central  Michigan  University  before 
embarking  on  a  successful  career  as  a  U.S. 
Army  officer.  Milligan  spent  the  first  four 
years  of  his  career  as  a  Field  Artillery 
Officer,  then  changed  specialties  to  become 
a  quartermaster  (logistics)  officer,  where  he 
spent  the  rest  of  his  military  career  in 
various  command  and  staff  assignments. 

While  an  undergraduate,  he  was  named  to  Who's  Who  Among 
Students  in  Colleges  and  Universities.  He  retired  from  the  military  as  a 
lieutenant  colonel  after  serving  more  than  23  years.  Milligan  is  a  three- 
time  published  author,  an  award-winning  poet  and  a  motivational  speaker.

A  former  Northwestern  student  has  penned  a  crime  novel  .set  in  Louisiana 
that  was  named  a  Notable  Book  by  Book  Sense  in  January  2005,  a  Times- 
Picayune  Best  Debut  of  the  Year  and  a  Best  Crime  Novel  Debut  of  the  Year  by 
Booklist,  among  many  other  honors  and  awards. 

"Welcome  to  the  Fallen  Paradise"  (MacAdam/Cage,  2004/2005)  by  Dayne 
Sherman  of  Pontchatoula  is  set  in  fictional  Baxter  Parish  in  southeast  Louisiana 
and  focuses  on  the  Tadlock  family  and  their  fight  over  a  farm. 

"The  novel  is  the  story  of  Jesse  Tadlock's  return  home  to  Baxter  Parish 
after  spending  12  years  in  the  Army,"  Sherman  said.  With  his  mother  dying, 
Tadlock  decides  to  end  his  military  service  and  travels  home  from  Germany  for 
his  mother's  funeral.  "While  at  home,  he  finds  that  his  mother  has  left  him  a 
small  life  insurance  policy  of  $30,000,  the  local  sheriff  offers  him  a  job  and  his 
old  high  school  flame  walks  back  into  his  life.  He  soon  returns  home  for  good 
-  via  Leesville  and  Fort  Polk  -  and  immediately  finds  a  house  and  10  acres  to 
buy  in  the  north  end  of  the  parish. 

"All  seems  well  with  the  world,  but  the  day  after  he  moves  to  the  farmhouse, 
a  local  tough  named  Balem  'Cotton'  Moxley  shows  up  at  the  house  wiith  a  rifle 
and  a  giant  pit  bull  and  tells  Jessse  he  has  72  hours  to  leave  the  house  or  he  will 
leave  in  a  box.  This  is  Moxley's  home  place,  lost  to  the  bank  after  his  sister's 
suicide." 

From  there,  the  Tadlocks  face  Moxley  in  a  feud  over  the  house  and  land. 
Jesse  must  choo.se  between  following  his  Uncle  Red,  who  wants  to  fight  tooth 
and  claw  in  a  game  of  death,  or  to  try  to  solve  his  troubles  without  the  u.se  of  gun 
and  bomb. 

Sherman,  now  a  reference  librarian  and  assistant  professor  of  Library 
Science  at  Southeastern  Louisiana  University,  was  a  Northwestern  graduate 
student  in  1999,  pursuing  a  master's  degree  in  education  technology.  He  attended 
SLU  after  taking  the  GED  at  age  1 8.  He  earned  a  B.A.  in  communication  from 
SLU  in  1993  and  a  Master  of  Library  and  Information  Science  from  LSU  in 
1997. 

"I  started  writing  during  my  first  semester  in  college.  That  was  17  years 
ago,"  he  said.  Sherman  is  the  2005  recipient  of  SLU's  President's  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Artistic  Activity. 

Sherman  appeared  in  Natchitoches  last  fall  for  a  book  signing  at  The  Book 
Merchant  and  donated  all  in-store  book  event  royalties  to  the  American  Library 
Association  Hurricane  Katrina  Library 
Relief  Fund  and  the  American  Red 
Cross. 

"The  hurricane  did  only  a  small 
amount  of  damage  to  our  house  in 
Pontchatoula,  but  the  effect  has  been 
pretty  devastating  to  my  area  and 
friends  and  relatives  in  New  Orleans 
and  St.  Tammany  Parish  and  on  the 
coast  in  Mississippi,"  Sherman  said.  "I 
think  writers,  musicians  and  other 
artists  have  been  hit  hard  by  the  storm." 

A  sequel  to  "Welcome  to  Fallen 
Paradise,"  tentatively  titled  "Louisiana 
Public  Integrity,"  is  almost  finished, 
Sherman  said.  Funding  for  the  book 
tour  was  provided  through  a  grant  form 
the  Louisiana  Division  of  the  Arts.

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Former  Northwestern 
President  Kilpatrick  dies  at  85 

Former  Northwestern  State  University  president  Dr.  Arnold 
Kilpatrick  died  Dec.  1 2  in  Natchitoches  after  a  lengthy  illness. 

Bom  Aug.  5.  1920.  in  Eros.  La..  Kilpatrick  was  a  teacher, 
coach  and  administrator  in  Louisiana  high  schools  and 
universities  for  32  years.  He  served  as  president  of 
Northwestern  from  1966  until  his  retirement  in  1978. 

After  retiring  from  public  education.  Kilpatrick  was 
engaged  in  a  number  of  business  activities. 

Kilpatrick.  w  ho  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  during  World 
War  IL  attended  Northeast  Louisiana  Junior  College  and  later 
earned  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Northwestern.  He  recei\ ed 
master's  and  doctorate  degrees  in  education  from  Louisiana 
State  University. 

Kilpatrick  joined  Northeast  Louisiana  State  College  in 
1 95 1  as  a  faculty  member  and  assistant  football  and  basketball 
coach  and  later  became  head  basketball  coach  and  director  of 
athletics. 

After  leaving  coaching.  Kilpatrick  remained  on  the  faculty 
at  Northeast  and  ser\ed  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Education 
at  the  college  in  1 965-66.  He  was  appointed  dean  of  the  college 
at  Northwestern  in  March  of  1966  and  became  president  of 
NSU  later  that  year. 

In  his  12  years  as  president  of  Northwestern,  enrollment 
increased  substantially,  and  a  number  of  buildings  were 
constructed  or  renovated.  He  helped  secure  funding  for  the 
construction  of  Watson  Memorial  Library.  Biensenu  Biological 
Sciences  Building,  the  Physical  Education  Majors  Building  and 
the  Teacher  Education  Center,  the  Student  Recreation  Complex 
and  University  Post  Office  and  for  major  renoxalion  of  Turpin 
Stadium,  Prather  Coliseum  and  the  Friedman  Student  Union. 

A  Northu  estern  campus  was  established  at  Fort  Polk  while 
Kilpatrick  was  president,  and  the  university  achieved  university 
status  when  the  name  of  the  school  was  changed  from 
Northwestern  State  College  to  Northwestern  State  University. 

Kilpatrick  remained  active  in  athletic  activities  during  his 
presidency  at  Northwestern,  serving  on  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Committee  Board  of  Directors  and  as  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics. 

Selected  for  Northwestern's  highest  honor,  the  NSU  Hall 
of  Distinction,  or  the  Long  Purple  Line,  in  1994.  Kilpatrick 
has  also  been  inducted  into  the  NSU  Graduate  N  Club  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame,  the  NSU  Hall  of  Distinguished  Educators  and 
the  Northeast  LouisianaAthletic  Hall  of  Fame.  He  also  received 
the  Nth  Degree  for  Meritorious  Service  from  NSU. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  55  years,  Juanita  Cardozier 
Kilpatrick:  daughter  Lael  Alexis  Kilpatrick  of  Naples,  Fla.:  son 
Joel  Young  Kilpatrick  and  wife  Jeri  Allen  Parker  Kilpatrick  of 
Natchitoches  and  grandchildren  Ryan  Daniel  Kilpatrick.  Jared 
Young  Kilpatrick.  Ashley  Danielle  Schult.  Tarah  Parker  and 
Ethan  Parker.

pn~r^  he  hoop  dreams  of  the 
Northwestern  State  Demons  of 
past  and  present  teams  have 
come  true  as  the  Demons  won  their  second 
straight  SLC  championship  and  posted 
back-to-back  20-win  seasons  and  received 
a  berth  in  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  university  has  a  long  basketball 
tradition.  In  the  1950's,  the  Demons 
longest  had  three  consecutive  20-win 
seasons  under  head  coach  Charles  "Red" 
Thomas  in  1952-53  through  1954-55. 
winning  back  to  back  Gulf  States 
Conference  championships. 

Thomas  was  the  NSU  Demons  head 
coach  from  195 1  -5  /.  He  was  Northwestern 
State's  first  All- American  basketball  player 
winning  that  honor  in  1941 .  He  guided  the 
demons  to  an  excellent  129-76  (.679) 
record  in  seven  years  and  never 
experienced  a  losing  season  his  entire 
career. 

The  Demons  won  their  first 
conference  title  in  1948-49  under  head 
coach  H.  Lee  Prather.  They  had  a  23-9 
record,  were  Gulf  States  Conference

Coach  H.  Lee  Pratherl 


Champions,  and  National  NAIA 
Semifinalists.  Prather  was  the  first  Demon 
head  coach  and  he  coached  for  36  seasons 
(191 3-1950).  He  became  NSU's  president 
in  1951. 

The  2005-06  season  was  the  best  in 
school  history.  The  Demons  posted  a  26-8 
record  overall  and  were  15-1  in  league 
play.  They  won  the  conference  by  four 
games,  the  most  dominant  run  in 
conference  play  in  nine  seasons.  In  addition 
to  being  Southland  Conference  Champions 
for  the  second  season  in  a  row,  they  also 
made  it  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the 
second  time  in  five  years  under  head  coach 
Mike  McConathy. 

The  Demons  are  2-2  in  NCAA  play. 
In  2001,  NSU  beat  Winthrop  and  lost  to 
Illinois.  The  Demons  defeated  Iowa  in  this 
year's  first  round  and  lost  to  West  Virginia. 

The  Demons  have  an  all-time  record 
of  1244-957  and  an  all  time  home  record  McConathy 
at  Prather  Coliseum  of  320-182. 
Northwestern  was  one  of  eight  teams  to 
go  undefeated  at  home  this  season  with  a 
14-0  record.
